AMENDING UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE SECTION 9110.10%K-1-(c) IN 
REFERENCE TO POLITICAL SIGNS 
The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as follows 
SECTION 1: Section 9110 109K-1-1c) of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended by the addition of a Subsection (16 
Section 9110 108K.) 
Campaign Signs 
16) Political campaign signs shall be permitted in any zoning district subject 
to the granting of a permit by the Chief Building Official for each local, special 
district, state, or national election, when such signs satisfy each of the following 
conditions 
a. Signs shall not be installed or displayed more than forty-five (4 
days prior to the election 
b. No sign shall exceed six (6) square feet in total area in residential zones 
nor more than sixteen (16) square feet in commercial or industrial zones 
c. The sign shall not exceed an overall height of four (4) feet in residential 
zones, nor more than six (6) feet in commercial or industrial zones 
d@ No candidate nor any committee or person favoring or opposing a 
Specific issue shall have more than one political sign per site 
e. The sign shall not be lighted, either directly or indirectly 
{. No sign shall be posted without the permission of the property owner. In 
the case of vacant property, written permission must be obtained from the 
property owner, and such signs must have affixed to the rear of said sign a copy 
of the written permission — including the name, address, telephone number 
and Signature of property owner 
g. The sign shal! not be attached to any tree 
affixed in any permanent manner to any structure 
h. All signs advertising candidates or specific issues shall be removed 
within ten (10) days after the date of the election 
i. Prior to the placement of any political sign within the City of Upland, and 
as 4 condition to the issuance of said permit, the candidate for public office, the 
proponents and opponents of ballot issues, or the various committees connected 
therewith shall post with the City Clerk a refundable cash deposit in the sum of 
Ome Hundred Dollars ($100.00). Applicants who may be indigent shall be 
exempted from posting the bond above mentioned upon filing of an affidavit of 
indigency Upon the posting of such aforementioned sum. the City will be 
authorized to deduct therefrom the actual cost or rernoval of all signs that are 
hot be removed within ten (10) days following an election for which the deposit 
was made. The City Clerk shall account to the depositor for the deductions of 
all sums from said deposit, and in the event that the entire deposit is used, the 
City may assess the depositor for such additional sums as have actually been 
expended by the City 
}. Applicants shall sign a statement indicating that they understand the 
regulations and that it is presumed that any sign advertising the candidacy of 
any particular candidate applicant was erected and or piaced by and with 
consent of that candidate applicant. Likewise. it is presumed that all 
advertising or propounding a particular affirmative or negative 
and or proposal were placed and or erected by the 
applicant propounding that proposition 
SECTION 2: The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance. and the City Clerk shall
